Large Vote in Favor of Bill is a Sur­ 
prise Even to its Most Ar­ 
dent Supporters 


( By United Press.) 
Indianapolisv lnd., Feb. 2.— By a 
landslide vote of J8 to 11 the Indiana 
senate today passed the Wright pro­ 
hibition bill which will prohibit the 
manufacture, sale or advertrsemen'ts 
off liquor in the state after April 2, 
1018. 
The bill must go back to the 
house of representatives for ratifi­ 
cation of several 
amendments 
and 
then will go to the governor for his 
signature. 


The hill was passed at 12:47 a f­ 
ter debate on the measure had taken 
up about two hours and a half. 
The 
large vote in favor o'f the bill was a 
urprise even to its most ardent s u p ­ 
porters. 


Following the vote on the measure. 
Senator Mercer made a motion to re­ 
consider the 
vote. 
Senator White 
moved that Mercer’s 
motion be laid 
on the table. 
This was adopted, kill­ 
ing all further chance for the senate 
to consider the measure. 
This was 
merely a parliamentary measure. 


One of* the biggest surprises of the 
balloting came «when Senator English 
came out in favor of the dry bill. 


An attempt to take an immediate 
vote by ¡Senator Auken failed when 
Bush failed to recognize the senator 
from Auburn.

Senator McCray opened the debate 
in favor of the bill.

tion o-f moral rights, neither could it 
b< a question of economic 
or Jega! 
rights.

Washington, Feb. 2.—As a meas­ 
ure off safety the United States Gov­ 
ernment should assume 
eontrol of 
«very wireless station in this coun- 
rv, except those engaged in purely 
intra state business at once. 
Control of wires and cables is sim­ 
ple, but wireless mesages are easily 
interferred with by outsiders. 
There 
should he government ownership of 
all wireless apparatus in peace as 
well as in war time, as a matter of 
public policy. 
We shouldn’t let this 
matter wait until trouble is upon us. 
The suggestion has been made to 
Congress and is based fundamentally 
upon the character of wireless tele­ 
graphy. 
In land telegraph lines and 
submarine cables each separate wire 
sends its own messages and does not 
interfere with the sending of' mes­ 
sage on another wire. 
The location 
and existence o f these wires and ca­ 
bles is a matter which can be deter­ 
mined almost at a moment’s notice.

The suggestion has been made to 


Congress and is based fundamentally 
pon the character of wireless tele- 
raphy.
